I nereby certify that in this Consular Court there exists 
an action for ejectment under date of 4th October, 1945, in which the 
Plaintiff is Lidia Metzler, -Russian, widow, an@d the defendant is 
Antonic Maria da Motta, Portugness, married, betn residing in this 
city, and in that action, pages 15, cverlend and 14, there is the 
following judgment, the time limit for the appe#l having expired:- / 


"Lidia Metzler, widow, Russian, residing in this city, insti- 
Tuted against Antonic Maria da Motta, Portrgnese, married, also 
residing in this city, in GreHt Western Road, house No. 43-A, 
tne presént action for ejectment, on the following grounds; 
that sne does the business of renting cuit reoms, having for 
this purpose a bosarding-nouse in Great Western Road, nouse 
No. 435-4; that she rented to defendant two rooms and a bath- 
room, with board, for tne price of $5,500.- per mnensen; that 
tne defendant agreed to these terms, bit tnat on the Ld5tn April 
last, ne propesed to pay only $2,500.-, and as the plaintiff 
could not accept such a reduction in the price, the defendant 
refused tec nuve meals in the boarding-house, demanding, nowever, 
nis cogtinuation there without board, a fact wnich consti tutes. 
& breach of contract; that the defendant, against whom the 
Plaintirt complained, for that reason, to the Portuguese 
Authorities, declared in tne Consulate Genersl for Por tngal 
that he would only ccctpy the rooms until 3list May, for the 
price of $700.- per mensem, undertaking to lexve the boarding- 
ACuse On Mat date; that in spite of that undertaking the 
defendant did not leave the boarding-nouse on the S1lst Mey, 
denanding nis continuation there until the Slist August, on 
which Q@ate he would definitely leave, wnicn, nowever, ne aid 
not do; that the defendant, against the will of tne plaintiff 
transformed the batnroom into ® kitchen, tnis fact consti Tu ting 
anotner breach of contract; that it nmppens, furthermore, 
tnat tne defendant is living wit & womkn wno is not nis legal 
wife, s fact, which besides being immoral, is ni gnly pre judicial 
tO the respectability of totn the plaintiff and ner boarding- 
house; that, finally, the defendant nas & restless and violent 
temperament, naving recently assaulted two persons who live 
in the tonrding-nouse referred to. Te plaintiff ends ner 
pleadings by stating tnat the action Follows tne course of 
daw, and by asking tnt the defendant te e jected und be mude 
to pay tne costs and attorney's fees. Personally summoned 
under the pertalty of law, as snown oy the records of these 
proceedings, tne defendant did mot contest the action within 
tne legal period of time. Tiere are no nullities to take 
notice of, and tne parties are legitimate. WHSR280OR, in view .
